| international relations in terms of settled 


international organisations, There was 
no settled organisation which had power 
in China at this moment. Thero was. 
a Government whose authority nominally 
existed -over the whole of “that vast 
Empire, but everybody -knéw that its 
actual power andthe reality of its in- 
uence went little beyond the walls of 
the ,capital where it resided. If one 
looked for any substitute for that central 
and legitimate power, all one could find 
were warring generals, carrying on mili-, 
tary operations against each other with 
varying fortunes and in directions which 
it’ was quite impossible for anybody to 
foresee. — 

If that were, the State.of China, how 
was ‘it passible to carry out effectively, | 
that policy of concilintion which in terms 


we were all so passionately desirous of 


reving made effective? Whom .were we 
going to conciliate? One of the diffi- 
culties wag that if one made any ‘arrange- 
ment-with regard to the Customs duty, 
for example, which was agreeable to one 


‘of those warring chicfs, one probably 


offending the other. warring chiefs. 
Money which came from the Customs did 
not necessarily.or probably go to the 
Central Government. It went to one or 
other of the contending units, and, of 
course, any general who.did not get 
atTong 
objection to any other general: getting. 
‘money, ‘from ‘the Customs. Disorder 
reigned in many parts of China. Of that 
disorder.foreign subjects were frequently 
the victims, and to whom were we to 
apply for redress? If we applied to the 
legitimate authority in Peking, . that 
authority might give promises, but it was 
entirely out of its power to see that those 
promises were performed. Were we go- 
ing to have-separate negotiations: with 


1 separate, generals? That was absolutely 


necessary in many things, but one could: 
hardly lay it down:os a principle. Lord 
Parmoor had kept that aspect of the case, 
in the backgroupd. my 
to give a wrong impression of the course 
of public: affairs and international re- 
lations in the Far East. 


“Chinese Tarifls. - 


Continuing Lord Balfair said he en- 
tirely agreed that unquestionably the 
existing’ tariff system was one that’ ought 


‘lnot to be maintained in its integrity. 


The International-Commission sitting at 


Peking under the Treaty of Washington |. 


had suggested great reforms, and ‘had the 
Treaty been ratified those reforms would 
now be in force. Unfortunately, the 
Treaty, was not ‘ratified, owing ‘to’ the 
chaotic condition into which China fell, 
making international ‘ relations with 
China extremely difficult, and, in some 
respects, quite impossible. There was no 
such entity for the purposes of negotia- 
tion as an undivided China. ‘No ‘doubt 
that was a temporary state of things, but 


while it lasted it made the:'work of the 
Commission a hopeless. task. All that 
could be done in regard to the carrying 
out of the reforms was to wait for better 
times. He understood that in the chang- 
ing circumstances of the Chinese politico- 
military optrations the Cantonese were 
still advancing.’ He had no information 
that would help to form a conclusion’as 
to the limits of their advance, but so 


far as he» understood” they were still 


successful in the field.

made—not to interfere with the dignity 
of China, or with ‘its antonomops, deve 
lopment, and. certainly not with ‘its, 
external-arrangements—but arrangements 
of a éomewhat exceptional character may

Qu the Rocks in a Heavy Side. 


What apparently happened at the time 
the ship ane on the rocks is related as 
follows :— 

Just before she change of watches, at 
4/a.m., the Second Mate and the Quarter- 
master -were on the bridge with the 
Saddles and Gutzlaff lights still in view 
on the “beam and “astern, Then ‘the 
Lienshing, now known to have been out 
of her cqurge, went on the racks. -Héavy 
tides were Tuoning, being nearly at the 
full, and these evidently threw the vessel 
from her course. 

The officer in charge sounded the alarm 
and Capt. Simpson, half. dressed, rushed 
to the bridge anc took charge’ of the 
situation, Though the ship showed no 
signs of immediately sinking, the Master 
ordered. the crew’ and ‘his subordinate 
officers to man the lifeboats at once. 


‘Rush for the Decks. 


The first intimation to the passengers 
that anything was wrong followed the 
initial: bump on the rocks, which, ‘it, is 
understood, were submerged six feet ‘be- 
low the surface. Is appears evident from 


lreporta current, that each: passenger was 


jotted from his berth. .Then came the 
hurried rush for the decks. There was no 
panic.’ Men, women and children, how- 
ever, streamed from their cabins and 
Tushed out to where they could see the 
yellow water. Some’ of the. aurvivors, 
speaking of the accident, say that the 
ship appeared to. strike in two or three 
successive bumps. Others say that. the 
entire offair consisted of a *continuous 
grinding and grating motion aa ‘the 
Lienthing nosed herself on the submerged: 
roughness. At all events no ‘time waa 
lost in getting on to the upper deck. 
Women in night clothes, children half 
asleep and men in, pyjamas, rushed front 
their cabins. Sevéral of the men, who 
realized the seriousness of the situation, 
rushed’ below to assist the. women. 

Most of the passengers believed »that 
the ship would retain her upright posi- 
tion and went below, dressed themselves 
and appeared on deck ater when the frat 
lifeboat was lowered. 


Lifeboats Lowered. Whe 


When the women and children appear- 
ed on deck they were directed to the first 
lifeboat.’ Men in their pyjamas, some 
with a dressing gown or overcoat thrown 
over them, awaited their turn. ‘There 
was no rush or hurry. Each took his turn 
‘te on orderly manner to the place where 
Ke was assigned. The infants and child- 
Ten seemed to have no fear and in com- 
pany with mothers and amabs went along 
quietly.. The first lifeboat contained most 
of the women.and children, while a few 
Chinese also got’places in this first boat. 

It was not long before the second. and 
third boats were in the water with the re- 
maining foreign passengers. and a ‘large 
number of Chinese. 


How Loss of Life Occurred.” 
In one of the last boats to go off the
